b. All leaves were cancelled for Uelle railrosd workers; all 
civilian railrocd traffic between Holie and ‘'agdeburg was 
halted; and all railroad tenk cars muriied i" incral§leesell- 
schaft" wore recuisitioned and earmarked for Dessau. 


c- a number of Sovict installations and arencies, including 
schools, food and textile shops, were closed or evacuated. 


d. The Sia subdivision moved from Halle to iattenberg (%~37). 


li, Magdeburg (Y-60): Soviet strenrth at “apdeburg=-Ducau was estimated at 18,000 
early in June, Most of the troops were on the eust bank of the Elbe. 


12. Genthin (Z~-03): There were troop concentrations in the woods near Torgan (i=64), 
Bad Liebenwerda (s~93), and Centhin early in June. wtrength is not known. 


13, Naunburg (J-89}: althoush troop movements heve not been observed, new staffs 
arrived at Naumburg, Freyoure (J-@5), Buryscheiduigen (D-70), and Zingst (D-60) 
during late May and early June 1947. 


di, jeissenfels (J-59): A small tank observed in .eissenfels on 3 July was 1.60 
meters high and approximately 1.3 meters wide, "with tracks uround its entire 
frame".
